!• Subject memorandum has been received and the following co mm ents are 
offered for your consideration: 

a. The current Division policy is to encourage each Senior 
Finance Officer being assigned overseas to use as much 
time as can be allocated to training in the language of 
the country to which assigned. Likewise, each officer 
is encouraged to continue his study while at his post of 
assignment. We are pleased to advise that most of the 
officers do continue their studies, and encourage their 
supporting SF personnel to study the local language. 

b. Due to the Headquarters personnel strength, present work- 
load and the overseas rotation program, the Division is 
unable to release Finance Division personnel for full-time 
language training. Most of the SF personnel currently 
studying a foreign language are doing so partly on official 
time with the "Lab" time usually being before or after of- 
ficial work hours. 


2. This office fully endorses the proposal and will continue to strive 
for the goal of having each officer qualified in the language of the country 
of assignment.
